IMPORTANT GERMAN 
BASE IS CAPUTURED 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
ON THE AISNE-MARNE FRONT, 
July * 29.—French and American 
troops were slashing vigorously at 
the: stiffening German rear-guard 
guard early today, with some pros- 
pect that before night the advans- 
ing line would be close to the river 
Arde, «which is now only a few 
kilometers away.
